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CITATION AND NOTIFICATION OF PENALTY 


We believe that you violated the Animal Welfare Act (7 U.S.C. § 2131 et seq.) 
(AW A), as described below. 


Date of Violation: September 18, 2014 

9 C.F.R. § 2.40(b)(2) Attending veterinarian and adequate veterinary care 
(dealers and exhibitors). 

(b) Each dealer or exhibitor shall establish and maintain programs of adequate 
veterinary care that include: 

(2) The use of appropriate methods to prevent, control, diagnose, and treat 
diseases and injuries, and the availability of emergency, weekend, and holiday 
care. 

You failed to establish and maintain a program of adequate veterinary 
care and to use appropriate methods to prevent, control, diagnose, and 
treat diseases and injuries. APHIS observed the following: 

1) A female beagle with no identification was extremely thin. She had a 
tucked abdomen, ribs that were easily palpable, vertebrae and shoulder 
blades that were prominent and long bones that could be seen. She also 
had a significant buildup of dark brown material on her canine and 
cheek teeth on both the upper and lower jaw. 

2) A cream colored, female Pekingese (identification # 4A6847731E) 
had a thick brown crusted right eye. The left eye was bulging with a 
dry-looking build up on it. This dog had been evaluated by a 
veterinarian on December 19, 2011, who recommended applying eye 
drops/ointment daily to the eye as needed. The attending veterinarian 
also noted the eye issues on December 13, 2013. You indicated that 
ophthalmic gel was being applied to the eye. The ophthalmic gel was 
available at the facility, however there were no treatment records 
available to indicate that the dog’s eye had been treated, nor did either 
eye appear to have been recently treated due to the dry matter on the 
left eye and the crust build up on the right eye. 

Date of Violation: September 18, 2014 
9 C.F.R. § 3.1(f) Housing facilities, general. 

Drainage and waste disposal. Housing facility operators must provide for regular 
and frequent collection, removal, and disposal of animal and food wastes, 
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bedding, debris, garbage, water, other fluids and wastes, and dead animals, in a 
manner that minimizes contamination and disease risks. Housing facilities must 
be equipped with disposal facilities and drainage systems that are constructed and 
operated so that animal waste and water are rapidly eliminated and animals stay 
dry. Disposal and drainage systems must minimize vermin and pest infestation, 
insects, odors, and disease hazards. All drains must be properly constructed, 
installed, and maintained. If closed drainage systems are used, they must be 
equipped with traps and prevent the backflow of gases and the backup of sewage 
onto the floor. If the facility uses sump or settlement ponds, or other similar 
systems for drainage and animal waste disposal, the system must be located far 
enough away from the animal area of the housing facility to prevent odors, 
diseases, pests, and vermin infestation. Standing puddles of water in animal 
enclosures must be drained or mopped up so that the animals stay dry. Trash 
containers in housing facilities and in food storage and food preparation areas 
must be leakproof and must have tightly fitted lids on them at all times. Dead 
animals, animal parts, and animal waste must not be kept in food storage or food 
preparation areas, food freezers, food refrigerators, or animal areas. 

You failed to provide for regular and frequent collection, removal, and 
disposal of animal and food wastes, bedding, debris, garbage, water, 
other fluids and wastes, and dead animals, in a manner that minimizes 
contamination and disease risks. A cream colored male Pekingese was 
housed in the same enclosure as a dead black and tan colored female 
dachshund (no identification/“Tawnie Sue”). The enclosure was 
emitting a foul odor and the dead dog was in various stages of 
decomposition. 

Date of Violation: February 11, 2015 

9 C.F.R. § 2.40(b)(2) Attending veterinarian and adequate veterinary care 
(dealers and exhibitors). 

(b) Each dealer or exhibitor shall establish and maintain programs of adequate 
veterinary care that include: 

(2) The use of appropriate methods to prevent, control, diagnose, and treat 
diseases and injuries, and the availability of emergency, weekend, and holiday 
care. 

You failed to establish and maintain a program of adequate veterinary 
care and to use appropriate methods to prevent, control, diagnose, and 
treat diseases and injuries. APHIS observed the following: 

1) A longhair male dachshund “Opie” (identification 
#985112002555721) had a right eye that was cloudy, with a thin to 
thick green colored discharge. He had a crusty dark material along the 
lower eyelid. The upper back teeth on the right side were completely 
encased in a thick grey-white colored material. The canine teeth also 
had a buildup of brown material on them. The gums on both sides had 
receded to expose tooth root. The right side of the muzzle below the 
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eye appeared swollen and there was also a foul odor coming from his 
mouth. 

2) A King Charles Cavalier (identification #46575C2D00/ 
985112002555058) had a right ear that was matted along the underside 
of the ear and around the ear canal. There was a dark gooey, thick, 
gummy discharge that was entangled in the matted hair and there was 
also a foul yeasty-type smell emitting from the ear. 

3) A Yorkshire Terrier (identification # 102 024 336) had dense, tightly 
matted hair that was pulling the skin along numerous areas of the belly, 
legs, and chest areas. 


The penalty for the alleged violation(s) described above is $3,821. 
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
